Court Declares Mere Presence at 


Murder Is Not Sufficient 
to Establish Gult. 


“MUST SHOW CONSPIRACY” 


Instructs That Verdict for Slaying 


McKenna Should Be First 
Degree or Acquittal. 


Arguments before the jury in the trial 
of Ora and Roy Joe Lewis, charged 
with the murder of Motor Cycle Police- 
man McKenna, began this afternoon, in 
Judge ‘Grimm’s court, following the 
Judge's instructions to the jury. 

Under the instructions, the jury must 


eonvict each defendant of murder in the 
first degree, or acquit him. It can con- 
vict one and acquit the other. A con- 
viction will carry life imprisonment or 
the death penalty, the jury to decide 
between the two forms of punishment. 

The Judge's instructions were consid- 
ered to favor the acquittal of Roy Lewis, 
who is not charged with the actual kili- 
ing of McKenna. He said that a con- 
spiracy between the Lewis brothers, to 
kill a policeman who should arrest them, 
might be deduced from the facts and 
circumstances established by evidence, 
but that this deduction must be beyond 
@ reasonable doubt. 

Case of Roy Lewis. 

The jury was instructed that there 
was no evidence which would warrant 
them in finding that Roy Lewis was 

present at the scene of the shooting for 
the purpose of aiding or abetting the 
same, or that he, by word spoken or act 
committed by him at the time of the 
shooting, aided or abetted or encouraged 
the game. 

“The only ground on which he could 
be held jegally responsible for said 
shooting,” the Judge continued. would 
be that it was done in the execution of 
a conspiracy or agreement to which he 
Was a party.“ 

The Court then discussed the general 
question of complicity in crimes,. and 
said that all persons who act together 


in committing a crime are equally 


t. 

If several persons act in a conspiracy 
he said, the act of each is the act of all.

120 PERSONS INU. S. SAY THEY 
RECEIVE $1,000,000 INCOME 


Report Shows That for Year the Gov- 
ernment Collected $67,943,594 
as Income Tax. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—There were 
120 individuals in the United States who 
mitted that they had incomes of $1,- 
,000 and over during the last fiscal 
year, according to the annual report of 
W. H. Osborn, Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue, made public today. 
According to this report but 336,662 
persons paid the tax upon their incomes 
during the year on amounts ranging 
from $3000 to $1,000,000 and over. Of this 
number, 266,153 were married. Single 
men to the number of 47,583 paid taxes 
upon their tncomes, while unmarried 
women totaling 22,916 contributed their 
share to receipts of the Government. Un- 
cle Sam collected from individuals in- 
come taxes amounting to $67,943,594 for 
the fiscal year ended June 3, 1916, as 
against $41,046,162 for the year 1915.

CONCERN .HAS BEEN SUED 


Never Took a Moving Picture, 
Nor Has It a Moving Pic- 
ture Camera. 


Joseph T. O’Brien, 65 years of age, of 
2618 Hodiamont avenue, superintendent

He Invested $2000. 

He told the police that he had invest. 
ed $2000. in the stock of the Mississippi 
Valley company several months ago on 
the condition that he would get a place 
with the company as superintendent of 
their studios and that after he started 
to work there he had had difficulty in 
getting along with Helmrich. 

He was not satisfied with the condition 
of the company and its management 
and frequently told Helmrich of his dis- 
satisfaction. An open break betwe:r 
him and Helmrich occurred today, he 
sald, and Helmrich knocked him down. 
Then Helmrich jumped on him and be- 
gan to beat him while he lay on the 
floor, he asserted, and in self-defense 
he drew a revolver and fired while he 
was struggling cn the floor.

WHEAT PRICES DROP 9 CENTS,

CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—Wheat prices 
came down today with a crash, break- 
ing in some cases as much as 9% cents 
a bushel.

$4000 JUDGMENT 
IN THREE MINUTES 


Vera Elizabeth Shore Wins Suit 
Against Henry B. Graham, 
Who Wed Her Sister. 


HAD ASKED FOR $100,000 
Plaintiff Is Only Witness, Previ- 


ous Basis of Compromise 
Having Been Reached. 


Vera Elizabeth Shore, 29 years old and

They were engaged, according to Miss 
Shore's testimony, before either of them 
had filed suit for divorce, but her plans 
for the marriage were shattered by a 
telegram which came to her July 8, 
announcing that Graham and her sister, 
Georgine Marion Shore, had been mar- 
ried in Algonac, Mich. She filed her 
suit August 21. 
Cumpromise Before the Trial. 

The brief hearing, in which Miss 
Shore was the only witness, showed 
that an agreement on the $4000 compro- 
mise had been reached before the calling 
of the case. The usual procedure would 
have been to make the settlement out 
of court and withdraw the suit, wut 
the lawyers preferred to go through the 
form of a trial The jury was waived, 
although 27 men were waiting to be 
chosen for service.

The passing of Benbow City, . eight 
miles south of Alton, took place today 
when a deed conveying practically all 
of the town’s territory from A. E. Ben- 
bow to David A. Wyckoff was filed in 
the Recorder’s office at Edwardeville. 
The consideration named in the deed 
was $1, but it is understood the actual 
purchase price was between $90,000 and 
$50,000. The real purchaser is the Stand- 
ard O11 Co. 

Benbow founded the “city’’ about 12 
years ago and since then has been its 
Mayor. At one time Benbow City had 
87 inhabitants and 23 saloons. In the 
last two years the ratio of wetness to 


population has decreased until now it 


has 2% residences and 7 saloons. 
Wood River Became Its Rfval. 

The founding of the town was the 
result of Benbow's belief that the hous- 
ing of hundreds of employes of a large 
Standard Oil refining plant in the 
neighborhood would assure the settle- 
ment’s growth. This dream was shat- 

tered when the Standard Oi! Co. built a 
better and.much handsomer city on 
higher ground nearby and called it 
Wood River. This became a thriving 
tcwn. 

For years Wood River hae been try- 
ing to put Benbow City out of business.

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Machines Burned Up in Ware- 
house Were New and Ready 
to Be Shipped. 


Two hundred Overland and Maxwell 
automobiles were burned this morning 
when fire destroyed a warehouse of the 
Cedar Street Warehouse Co., Main and 
Cedar streets The machines were new 
and were stored awaiting shipmeht. 
The fire staried in the office of the one- 
story brick building and spread rapidly. 
Negro employes closed fire doors and 
prevented the flames from spreading to 
an adjoining warehouse owned by the 
same company. 
In addition to the destruction of the 
automobiles a quantity of flour owned by 
the Kahokia Flour Co. was damaged 
to an amount estimated by employes of 
the warehouse at $10,000. Two care of 
millet and a quantity of crating lumber 
also was damaged by smoke. 

When the fire was extinguished little 
remained of the automobiles except « 
mass of twisted metal parts.

Enos A. Mills Tlis Cty Club It 
Woull Bring Many Visitors 
to Missouri. 


A national park in the Ozarks and 
several State parks in different localities 
were advocated before the City Club 
at noon today by Enos A. Mills, camp- 
er, nature student, writer and foremost 
proponent of national parks in Amer- 
ica. 

In a few words, in an interview earlier 
in the day with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, he summarized what great 
financial gain St. Louls and Missouri 
might expect from a national park in 
this „ and then outlined, as 
more t, the benefits to the peo- 
ple of the Mississippi Valley in that it 
would afford them a convenient place 
to get needed recreation amid scenerv 
and climatic environment that he con- 
sidered superior to anything east of the 

Millis has lived principally in the open 
for B years, camping most of the time 
in Colorado. In that time, however, he 
has camped for brief periods in every 
state in the Union. He is a hunter, 
too, but not with the gun. 


er Shoots Wild Animal. 
In ait Gene 15 years, he said, “I have 


never shot a wild animal. I seek out 
the bear, the mountain lion, the beaver 
and other animals in their native habi- 
tat and watch their activities, sometimes 
taking pictures of them, but it seems to 
me that I would be suppressing the 
greatest enjoyment in the world if t 
killed them.“ 

The establishment of a national park 
in the Ozarks, he said, would bring 
thousands of people through St. Louls 
every year. He cited the case of the 
former Destes Park in Colorado, which 
recéntly was made the Rocky Mountain 
National Park. Before it became a na- 
tional park it had comparatively few 
visitors each summer, but last sumnier, 
Mills said ,there were 86,000 visitors who 
brought $3,000,000 into the State. 

Millis said he would not suggest just 
where in the Ozarks a national park 
should be located, but he thought there 
were a number of places near the Ar- 
kansas line that would be suitable. It 
should be large, he said, at least 50 
or 6 miles square, and should include 
one of the larger streams of the Ozarks, 
possibly White River. 

Accessible to Thousands. 

“The Ozarks,” he said, “have the 
scenery, the variety of bird and plant 
life and the climate to make an ideal 
national park. This region is near 
enough the center of population that 
it would be accessible to thousands 
who cannot afford the long trip to 
the Western national! parks. And do 
you realize that there is not a na- 
tional park east of che Rockies, ex- 
cept the comparatively small one at 
Hot Springs, Ark, It seems to me 
that it is a great opportunity for St. 
Louls and Missouri to work for such 
u park in the Ozarks.” 

He suggested Hahatonka for a 
State park and said other State parks 
should be conveniently located in 
other parts of the State. Incidentally, 
he suggested that Missouri might 
profitably follow the example of 
Colorado in employing ~ convicts in 
building roads, thus making the nat- 
ural beauties of the State accessible 
to motorists,

British Cruiser Warns All Mer- 
chantmen to Show No Un- 
necessary Lights. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Apprehension 
is felt in shipping circles here in view 
of the large number of passenger and 
freight steamers nearing this port and 
reported proximity of German subma- 
rines. Rumors that two German sub- 
marines had broken through the allied 


cordon and were on their way to the 
Atlantic coast resulted in the general 
warning sent out last night by the 
British cruiser Lancaster. The war- 
ships, stationed 15 miles southeast of 
Sandy Hook, cautioned all steamships 
flying the flags of the entente allies to 
beware of hostile subsea boats on this 
side of the Atlantic. The British warn- 
ing sald the German submarines may 
be met anywhere in the Atlantic, espe- 
clally west of 60 degrees west. Show 
no unnecessary lights. Avoid all trade 
routes and converging points.“ 


Not since the U-53 entered Newport 
harbor, Oct. 7, and on the following 
day sank several British merchant ves- 
sels has there been so much uneasiness 
in marine quarters. It is believed that 
the merchant vessels of the allies jc -d- 
ing in this port will not venture out 
until the British Government gives as- 
surances that the seas are clear and 
the danger remote. 

Six steamships arriving here today 
from European and West Indies ports 
reported they caught wireless warnings 
yesterday to keep a watch for belligerent 
submarines, but all brought word that 
no craft of that type had been observed. 
The incoming vessels took such precau-

REVOLT THERE. FAILED

Conspiracy Organized in America Did Not Get 
Popular Support in Province, Sir O’ Dwyer 
Says—Hardial Real Brains of Gang. 


By a Staff t of the As-

SIMLA, India, Oct. 2-—The great In- 
dian province of the Punjab, with its 
25,000,000 inhabitants, today is peaceful- 
ly pursuing its affairs; the sturdy men 
of this vast district, the Spartans among 
the many races of the peninsula, are 


either bearing arms under the British 
‘flag or are carrying on their agricul- 
tural work and business at home, and 
there is no outward sign that they were 
put to a crucial test of loyalty to Great 
Britain only a few months ago as the 
result of the elaborate revolutionary plot 
which had its inception among the In- 
dians on the Pacific Coast of America. 

This anti-British conspiracy, which is 
said to have been the most pretentious 
since the never-to-be-forgotten mutiny 
of 1857, failed because of lack of support 
in India,.and many of the arch schem- 
ers have been punished. At a time when 
this country was virtually denuded of 
troops, whihc had been sent to the vari- 
ous theaters of war, the Punjab ship of 
state, with Sir Michael O’Dwyer, the 
British Lieutenant-Governor, at the 
helm, safely weathered a storm that 
might have swept all India had the con- 
spirators met with the sympathy which 
they had expected among their people. 
The story of the plan of revolt, which 
has hitherto been told only in brief of- 
ficial paragraphs, was related to a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press by 
Sir Michael O’ Dwyer. 

“The history of this conspiracy is 
one of the most remarkable in the 
annals of India, and it is a history 
with a moral,” began Sir Michael. “It 
demonstrates that while there are po- 
litical aspirations in India, as there 
are and must be in any country which 
allows freedom of thought and liber- 
ty of action, yet the vast majority of 
the people have no sympathy with 
revolutionary ideas. The failure of 
the plot is an answer to the many 
stories which have been published 
abroad to the effect that the powder 
train was laid in India and needed 
only the application of fire to set it 
off. 


San Francisco Plot Center. 

“The conspiracy in question had as 
its two main centers San Francisco 
and Vancouver, the former city ulti- 
mately eclipsing the latter. The plot 
goes back to the beginning of 1913, 
when one Bhagwan Singh, a notorious 
Indian, seditionist, went to Vancouver 
and began to lecture among the In- 
dians there, most of them ignorant 
men who had lost touch with their 
religion and traditions and fell easy 
prey to specious agitators and sedi- 
tion mongers, against the British 
Government in India. The grievances 
of the Indians, real or imaginary, in 
regard to the immigration regula- 
tions had prepared the ground. After 
a short time Bhagwan Singh was de- 
ported, but he had sown the seed of 
sedition before he left. 

“There also arrived in San Francisco 
about the same time a seditionist by 
the name of Hardial, the real brains of 
the conspiracy which was developed. 
Hardial, who, by the way, is now be- 
lieved to be in Germany, is a man of 
great intellectual attainments and a 
brilliant speaker, but unfortunately en- 
tirely unscrupulous. He was educated 
at Oxford as a state scholar by the Gov- 
ernment of India and appears while in 
England, and perhaps even earlier, to 
have become imbued with a passionate 
race hatred which developed into mono- 
mania. After leaving Oxford he devoted 
hie energies to teaching his country- 
men the same race hatred which he 
himself possessed. He eventually ran 
from the United States when proceed- 
ings had been taken against him as an 
anarchist, and proceeded to Germany, 
but not until the conspiracy which he 
had engineered was perfected.

ideas. There were numbers of Indian 
emigrants in California and Oregon and 
the flame ‘of sedition began to spread 
through these states. As I have al- 
ready said, the ground had been pre- 
pared in Vancouver and this and neigh- 
boring places also proved fertile dis- 
tricts for Hardial’s propaganda. 

“During a visit to St. Johns Ore., in 
1913, Hardial proposed to start a revolu- 
tionary paper which should be called 
the Ghadr (Mutiny). This plan met with 
approval and received moral and finan- 
Clal support in St. Johns, Bridal Vell, 
Linton, Portland, Astoria and other 
places. There already existed in Oregon 
& local association which had cast its 
lot with Hardial, and a second revolu- 
tionary society known as the Hindi As- 
sociation of the Pacific Coast was 
formed to further the idea of revolt in 
India. — 

“It was decided to establish the Ghadr 
newspaper in San Francisco, and Har- 
dial went to that city to organize the 
undertaking. The first issue of the pa- 
per was dated Nov. 1, 1913, the organ 
was violently anti-British and preached 
murder and mutiny, in every sentence, 
All Indians were urged to go home with 
the express purpose of committing mur- 
der, causing revolution and expelling 
the British Government. These facts we. 
know not only from readinng coples,of 
the paper which subsequently fell ifto 
our hands, but. from evidence brought 
out at the trials here in India and of the 
ringleaders of the conspiracy. 

Paper Widely Distributed. 

“The work of distributing this paper 
in the various Indian dialects through- 
out India and among the Indians of 
America and the Strait Settlements was 
undertaken by the Hindi Association, 
which formed branches at Portland, As- 
toria, St. John, Sacramento, Stockton, 
Bridal Veil and in various other places. 
The association also took further meas- 
ures to prepare India for a revolution, 
these including an appeal to foreign na- 
tions for help. 

“The holding of seditious meetings 
along with the propaganda of the Ghadr 
was decided upon and these meetings 
were continuous up to the outbreak of 
the war. The first meeting of this na- 
ture was held in Sacramento, in Decem- 
ber, 191%. Portraits of famous sedition- 
ists and murderers were shown and in- 
flammatory mottoes were displayed. Har- 
dial made a speech in May, 1914, in 
which he told his audience that Ger- 
many was getting dy for war with 
England and that it was time for the 
Indians in America to return home for 
a revolution. This utterance of Hardial 
is significant in that it indicates he knew 
Germany's plans some months before 
war was declared. We have no doubt 
of German connection with the conspir- 
acy to cause a revolution in India, but it 
is circumstantial evidence of this kind 
upon which we must depend to establish 
the fact. Hardial when compelled to 
leave the United States left an organi- 
zation and agents behind him to carry 
on his revolutionary program.

vain, suffrage leader who died here 
Saturday night, to her home in New 
York tonight.

Eugene Boissevain, husband of Mrs. 
Boissevain; Mr. and Mrs. John Elmer 
Milholland, her parents, and Miss Vida 
Milholland, a sister, will accompany the 
body East. 

Many messages of sympathy have 
been received by members of the fam- 
ily from friends, prominent workers in 
the woman suffrage cause. 

Mrs. Boissevain was stricken suddenly 
when addressing an audience here dur- 
ing the recent political campaign 10 
weeks ago, and fainted on the plat- 
form. She was removed to the hospital 
and her husband and parents rushed 
from New York to join her here. Miss 
Vida Milholland, her sister, was with 
her when she was stricken, and had 
been in attendance srnce that time. 

Mrs. Boissevain's illness was diag- 
nosed as aplastic anemia, and blood 
transfusion was resorted to in attempts 
to improve her condition. Miss Vida 
Milholland twice gave blood for this 
purpose and on four other occasions 
friends submitted to the ordeal, in hope 
that benefit would result. After each 
transfusion temporary improvement wag 
followed by relapse: 

A few days ago the physicians in 
charge stated that there practically wa 
no hope for Mrs. Boissevain, but Abe 2 
after she rallied, and it was thought 
that she might recover. Late Satur. 
day she began fo sink. Her husband, 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. John E. Mil- 
holland of New York, and her sister, 
Miss Vida, were present when. she died. 

It was stated that Mrs. Boissevain'a 
trouble originated in her tonsils, which 
became inflamed as the result of too 
constant speaking during the campaign. 
She has been weakened by over-exer- 
tion and when she became Ill her system 
failed to resist the advance of the dis- 
ease.

CALLS ON NEW EMPEROR 
Great Pageant for Funeral 
Thursday Rehearsed on the 
Streets of Vienna.

VIENNA, Nov. % (delayed).—The 


American Ambassador will have an au- 
dience with Charles I, the new Emperor, 
for the first time tomorrow, when he 
will present the personal condolences of 


i President Wilson, which did not reach 


the embassy until this morning. 
The young Emperor and Empress are 
not strangers to Mr. Penfield. Both 


several times have been guests of the 
American Ambassador and Mrs. Pen- 
field. 

At 6 o’clock this afternoon the Am- 
bassador and Mrs. Penfield called at 
Schoenbrunn Palace for a few minutes 
and knelt at the bier of the dead Em- 
peror, in the bedchamber where he died. 


Courtesy to Them. 

This is not a diplomatic custom, but a 
courtesy extended by the Ambassador 
and Mrs. Penfield in their private ca- 
pacity as personal friends of the Em- 
peror. His respect for Mrs. Penfield 
caused Francis-Joseph a year ago to 
confer on her the grand cross of the 
Order of St. Elizabeth, the only one 
ever given to any but royal person- 
ages. 

On that occasion the Emperor sent the 
Foreign Minister to the home of Mrs. 
Penfield, excused himself for not coming 
personally because of his age, and 
asked her to come to him, when he 
gave the cross to her and conversed 
with her for an hour A copy of the 
last photograph taken of him was auto- 
graphed and presented to the Ambassa- 
dor in a magnificent frame and case. 

The second dress rehearsal’ of the 
pageant-like funeral procession took 
place this morning. Composed in part 
ot a number of gorgeous four, five and 
six horse court mourning carriages and 
the gigantic 10-teon imperial hearse 
drawn by eight horses, all covered with 
tne deepest black, it passed through: 
Ringstrasse and other principal streets. 


Ancient Archives Opened. 

At the outset of the funeral prepara- 
tions, no one knew what the procedure 
should be under the strict ceremonial! 
etiquette of the court. The Emperor 
had outlived everybody who knew any- 
thing about such things in the past. 
When the archives of almost a century 
ago were dug out they were found to 
contain little in keeping with this age. 
The Emperor having left no stipulation 
to the contrary in his will, Charles 1 
ordered that he should be laid away 
with all the pomp and splendor of the 
impressive ceremonial prescribed. 

Out of a feeling of delicacy nothing 
had been prepared for the Emperor’s 
death. The women's dress of today and 
of almost three-quarters of a century 
ago, when the last Emperor of Austria 
died, was so different that it was found 
the prescribed rules could not apply in 
their entirety. 


Historic Rite Will Be Used at Tomb 
of Francis-Joseph. 
VIENNA, via London, Nov. 27.—At the 
burial in the crypt of the Capuchin 
Church there will take place a historic 
ceremony which was anciently designed 
to impress the monarch’s successor that 
in spite of all pomp a sovereign is mere- 

ly a mortal. 

The funeral procession ‘will be halted 
at the entrance to the vault by a chal- 
lenge from within: Who is there?“ The 
reply will be, His Most Serene Majesty, 
the Emperor Francis Joseph. The chal- 
lenger will then reply: “I know him 
not.“ 

Responding to a second challenge the 
announcement will be made: The Em- 
peror of Austria and Apostolic King of 
Hungary is outside.“ Again the chal- 
lenger will answer: I know him not.“ 

When, for the third time, the voice 
within asks who demands admission, 
the master of ceremonies will reply: “A 
sinful man, our brother, Francis-Jo- 
seph.’’ The portals will then open and 
the procession enter.

FOR 


No Cattle, Hogs or Sheep May 
Be Moved for Any 
Other Purpose.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 27.—Dr. 0. 


E. Dyson, State Veterinarian, today is. 
sued an order closing the Union Stock- 
vards in Chicago, and the National 
Stockyards in Eas* St. Louis, agains: 
shipments of cattle, sheep or spine, ex- 
cept for immediate slaughter. The dras- 
tic action was taken to prevent a con- 
tagion of the hoof and mouth disease. 
He sent a telegran to the officials of 
the two stockvards, saying: 

“Pending result of investigation to 
determine whether or not public stock - 
yards are infected with the contagion 
of foot and mouth disease, you are 
Hereby notified that no cattls, sheep or 
swine shall be permitted to be remove 
from the stockyards except for imme- 
diate slaughter. 

O. H. DYSON, State Veterinarian.“ 

“The period of incubation of the dis- 
ease, Dr. Dyson said, is from seven 
to 21 days and we must be on our 
guard until the maximum period is 
passed. Every suspicious outbreak of 
any sort of disease of cattle will be 
watched. We do not know how long 
the disease has existed in the West, or 
whether or not the disease germs have 
been brought into Illinois. No cattle 
will be shipped in from another of the 
infected areas in the future, but some 
may have come in since the outbreak of 
the disease and before its discovery.” 

Dr. Dyson today dispatchgd an in- 
spector to Kansas City to inquire into 
the situation and to report on how long 
the disease has existed and on ether 
or not cattle from the infected area 
have been shipped into IIIMnois. 


Effect of Order Is to Prevent Ship- 
ments From Stockyards. 

At the National Stockyards today 
General Manager Bixbee explained 
that the quarantine order issued at 
Springfield merely prevented ship- 
ment of cattle, sheep or swine out to 
Illinois farms for feeding -purposes. 

Under normal condition several 
hundred head are shipped to farms 
to be fattened, after which they are 
returned to the stockyards for 
slaughter. 

The order, Bixbee said, does not 
preclude the receipt of cattle in East 
St. Louis or Chicago from other 
points, but all incoming cattle are 
now subject to “immediate slaugh- 
ter,” which means within 48 to 60 
hours after arrival. 

The quarantine, it was explained, 
is in effect pending a Government in- 
vestigation at Kansas City into a 
suspected case of foot and mouth dis- 
ease in a carload of cattle received 
there from Waunetka, Neb. 


CATTLE FROM 3 
STATES BARRED 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—Fearing a repeti- 
tion of the foot and mouth disease epi- 
demic, A. G. Leonard, president of the 
Union Stockyards Transit Co., issued 
an order today refusing to handle cattle 
from the Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri 
and the Missouri River markets. One- 
third of the livestock business of Chicago 
was cut off because of the order. 

Trainloads of, cattle from points in 
the three states were ordered held 
until an investigation was made, The 
sudden action was taken by Leonard 
when he received word from J. H. 
Murphy, secretary of the Kansas 
Livestock Association, that one case 
of foot and mouth disease was dis- 
covered in a pen of cattle in the 
Kansas City Stockyards. Dr. 8. E 
Bennett, veterinary expert of the 
Chicago Stockyards, was immediately 
sent to Kansas City to make tests 
and to determine the extent of dis- 
ease. 

The Chicago and Alton road today 
issued an order disinfecting all stock 
tars coming from the west, fearing that 
the epidemic might again spread to 
Illinois. 


Temporary Quarantine at the Kunsas 
City Stockyards. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 2.—The 
temporary quarantine imposed upon the 
local stockyards Saturday night be- 
cause of suspected cases of foot and 
mouth disease probably will remain in 
effect until Wednesday. 
the effect of the virus on the inoccu- 
lated pigs and calves will determine 
positively whether the cases are foot 
and mouth disease, officials at the 
stockyards announced today. 

As a result of the quarantine there 
was no trading in stockers and feeders 
today. 

A Federal official has gone to the 
point of origin of the suspected disease. 
If he should find there are no foot and 
mouth disease symptoms in the remain- 
der of the herd, it is probable that the 
quarantine will be lifted immediately, 
it was announced. 525

‘Co-Operation of Women, Dealers and Officials 


Living — Method Is 


Adopted to Defeat Speculators 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—Co-opera‘ive 
action by American housewives to com- 
bat food speculators, in an effort to 
reduce the price of the necessaries of 
life, was indicated in the household em- 
bargo on eggs inaugurated here today. 
New Yorkers are asked to refrain from 
eating eggs for two weeks, except 
where necessary to health. 

The movement has the indorsement of 
the National Housewives’ League and 
of John J. Dillon; Commissioner of 
Foods and Markets, and Joseph Harti- 
gan, Commissioner of Weights and 
Measures, representing the city. 

Wholesale and retail dealers have 
given the proposal their approval as the 
only practical method of defeating the 
speculators. 

This embargo is said to be the first of 
its kind which has had the support of 
the dealers. A meeting of the presi- 
dents of all the retail grocer associa- 
tions has been called for next Wednes- 
day, to work out a plan of co-operation 
between the public and the retailers to 
strike at speculators in eggs and later 
to attack speculation in other food- 
stuffs. 

Reports from other cities indicate that 
the movement is already widespread. In 
Boston the Typographical Union has 
adopted resolutions urging its members 
to refuse to buy Thanksgiving turkeys 
at any price and to use as little butter 
and eggs as possible. 

Representatives from several Socialist 
organizations and consumers’ leagues 
today announced plans for a famine 
parade. According to the announce- 
ment 100,000 men and women have 
pledged themselves to advance upon the 
city hall Dec. 9 and demand that the 
Mayor do all in his power to “give 
them the right to continue in existence. ’

Turkey has been an unknown land 
practically since the war began.

The secret of the situation 
is — the Germans are not getting 
kor what they send to Turkey, but 
er whereas, for 
all the foodstuffs it has shipped to Ger- 
many, Turkey is receiving cash. Hence 
y Money is overplentiful in Con- 
stantinople and cheap. ee 
“The same is true of Austria. There 
is quite a brisk money market here, and 
a good deal of gambling goes on in for- 
eign exchange, even in francs and Rus- 
sian rubles. 
“As to general conditions of the peo- 
ple. In Pera, the foreign quarter 2 
the rich people live, things are not 80 
bad as they may become. One sees 
plenty of beggars about, half-starved 
children and sickly babies. The beg- 
Sars are very persistent and versatile. 
They will talk to you in any language 
without difficulty. In Constantinople 
even the babies learn to lisp in three 
or four languages. 
“Over in Stamboul the misery of the 
poor is said to be intense. The Jews, 
for instance, claim that over 2,000 of 
their race are facing starvation. The 
Government has opened soup kitchens 
to relieve the pinch. Here the people are 
used to starving to death. They bear it 
patiently as one of their prerogatives of 
long standing. 

Politics Rather Obscure. 
“Turkish politics are rather obscure at 
present. Only general rumors are afloat. 
Turkey would like a ticket to America, 
but what has she got to pay the fare 
with? Anything adequate would leave 
her nothing to continue business with. 
That is the secret of Germany's hold on 
the country. Not that the Turks love 
the Germans. They can be heard damn- 


ing them heartily even in the street cars. 
After the war, if Turkey pulls through, 
the Turks will want to borrow money to 
avoid foreclosure of the Teutonic mort- 
gage. That is America’s strong hold on 
Turkey at present and a way she can 
enforce mercy and humanity in the 
treatment of the subject races. The 
Turks look to America as their post-war 
broker. 

The governing triumvirate, as all the 


world knows, consists of Enver, Talaat 
and Djemal. Djemal got Syria as his 
slice of the empire. Enver and Talaat 
share the government on the Bosporus. 
There is not always, so rumor says, en- 
tire harmony between the two. Some 
day, they say, ‘something’ may happen 
to Enver. 

“There is a big peace party. In Asia, 
at Sivas, there is rumored to have been 
a revolt of the troops. All these are un- 
confirmed reports circulating in the 
cafes. In the meantime there is ab- 
solute tranquillity. And Constantinople 
is prabably the safest city to walk about

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WORLD OF PLEASURE? 


Undress Parade at Jefferson 
Makes Regular Burlesque 
Shows Look Prudish. 


The police were urgently needed at 
the Jefferson Theater at 10:20 last night, 
when “A World of Pleasure’ reached 


its artistic climax in A Dance of thé 
Eagt.“ 

The East,“ in this case, means the 
New York Winter Garden, and the so- 
called dance was performed by a young 
woman with no covering above the hips 
except two small bangles and a chain. 
At any moment during her prolonged 
costal and umbilical display the sound 
of a police whistle or the clatter of a 
patrol wagon would have formed a suit- 
able finale. As the police did not ap- 
pear, several of the girls in the chorus 
ventured, soon afterward, to pose in 
similar costumes, which, wen had 
an extra, bangle. 

This naked indecency would not be 
permitted: in a burleaque theater. On 
the other hand, the “sister’’ duet, in- 
troduced as a specialty in the first act, 
would about fit into thé average bur- 
lesquée show, and it béléngs there. 

Take Their Word for It. 

The method of costuming the chorus 
was described, early in the dialogue, as 
“sO low up here and so high down 
there that they don't know whether 
you're hugging them or tripping them.“ 
As to up here,” front and back, it 
may be said that the stage finds it die- 
ficult to shock anyone who is accus- 
tomed to seeing the gowns of society. 
So the abandonment of stockings down 
mere“ is resorted to, and several cos- 
tumes, some of them hidequsly ugly, 
are used in demonstrating at every 
theater manager ought to know—that

A faithfulness to detail and to geo- 
graphical and historical atmosphere that 
has probably never been surpassed in 
moving pictures’ Characterizes the film 
Ramona.“ shown at the Grand Cen- 
trai Theater yesterday.

Unlike most scenes in 
Which hundreds of persons appear, 
where artificiality of action fs usually 
marked, the Indian and Spanish crowds 
came in and out of “Ramona” as if 
they belonged there. 

A few moments before the picture was 
shown last night a moving pieture was 
taken of the audience. A battery of a 
few million candle power carbon lent 
was turned direct into the eyes of the 
audience for 10 minptes, with the result 
that it took the crowd some time to 
rete its vision corrected when Ra- 
mona started.

ritsar and Lahore and it was decided 
that on Feb. 21, 1915, a general rising 
should be attempted. Accordingly mes- 
sengers were sent out to several canton- 
ments to announce to the Indian troops 
the coming revolt. From the very be- 
ginning, of course, attempts had been 
made to seduce troops by the distribu- 
tion of literature and by personal con- 
tact, but in all but a few cases these 
attempts met with complete failure and 
the army, like the civil population, re- 
mained steadfastly loyal. 

“In pursuance of their plans the revo- 
lutionists prepared bombs, collected 
arms, provided instruments for destroy- 
ing railways and telegraphs, and drew 
up a declaration of war. One important 
thing they had overlooked, however, 
and that was the vigilance of the police 
and the hostility of ‘the people towards 
the revolutionary movement. The reb- 
els became suspicious finally and ante- 
dated the time of this rising to Feb. i9, 
but this, too, became known to the 
authorities, and when the leaders as- 
sembled in Lahore to start the confla- 
gration they were surrounded in a bomb 
factory and arrested by the Government 
forces. 

“Thus the outbreak in Lahore never 
took place and as the signal was not 
given in that city the other propose 
risings collapsed, This really was the 
end of the main revolutionary. enter 


ders were done and isolated outrages 
were committed by small bands of tha 
returned emigrants who had not been 
apprehended. In this connection it ia 
significant to note that the people of 
Punjab, having, as has been pointed out, 
no sympathy with tne revolutionary 
plans and growing tired of the lawless 
acts, In many cases gave information 
against the rebels and assisted the au- 
thorities in their arrest. As a resuit, 
while there undoubtedly are numbers o“ 
the original conspirators living in tne 
Punjab, the lawlessness has been sup- 
rressed and this exotic movement, for- 
eign to the ideas and traditions of a 
people who pride themselves on their 
loyalty, has died from want of the syr.:- 
pathy and support the misguided leaders 
had counted upon. 

“The men who were arrested were 
dealt with in two trials. In the first 
trial 57 accused, chiefly returned Sikh 
emigrants, were convicted and of these 
51 were found gullty of offenses punish- 
able by death. The tribunal, however, 
discriminated between the degrees of 
guilt and passed the death sentence on 
only 24 and the alternative sentence of 
deportation for life on the remainder. 
Seventeen of those condemned to death 
had their sentences commuted to trans- 
portation, so that only seven were exe- 
cuted. In the second trial 59 men were 
convicted but only five of these actu- 
ally suffered the death penalty. Besides 
those who were punished through the 
ccurts, some half a dozen met their 
death fn conflict with the police and 
people. ; 

“Plotting among the revolutionary 
section of the Indians in America 
undoubtedly continues, but we are 
keeping a close watch on them, not 
that we fear a serious outbreak, but 
because we wish to protect the peo- 
ple of India from the murders and 
robberies practiced by those conspira- 
tors who returned at the outbreak 
of the war. I understand that the at- 
tention of the United States Govern- 
ment has been called to the matter. 

“In conclusion I might add this perti- 
nent fact: Out of the 190,000 Indian 
troops recruited for the British army 
since the war began the Punjab, though 
its population is only one-twelfth that 
of the Indian Empire, has furnished 50 per 
cent, and of these no less than one-third 
are Sikhs, though they form only one- 
tenth of the population of the Punjab. 
Thus the misdeeds of a few thousands 
of the community so far from affecting 
the traditional loyalty of the Sikhs, 
has only stimulated the Sikh nation to 
greater service and greater sacrifices in 
the cause of the empire to which they 
are proud to belong.

RUFFNER WILL BE 
NEW MANAGER Of 
UNION ELECTRIC 


oe in Charge of County 
Service Slated to Succeed 
the Late A. C. Einstein, 


IS ONLY 36 YEARS OLD 
Belongs to New School Which 
Take Into Account Corpora- 
tions’ Relations With Public. 


Charles S. Ruffner, vice president and 
general manager of the Electric Com- 
pany of Missouri, which controls all the 


electric service of St. Louis County, 
has been elected vice president of the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., to 
succeed A. C. Einstein, who died a week 
ago. It is understood that he also will 
be made general manager of the Union 
Electric, which position Einstein held, 
in addition to being vice president. 

Ruffner is 36 years old, and probably 
is the youngest man in the country in 
charge of a public service corporation 
of the size of the Union Electric. No 
announcement of the salary has been 

de. It was understood among public 
2 corporation men that Einstein 
received $25,000 a year. 

Ruffner in his office in the Star Build- 
ing this morning confirmed the report 
that he had been elected vice president 
ot the Union Electric, but said that he 
could not comment on any action the 
directors of-the conipany might take in 
the future. 

He comes to thé Union Electric in 
much the same way as did Einstein, 
who was in control of thé electric com- 
pany in the county prior to becoming 
head of the Union Electric. 

The new official was graduated as an 
electrical engineer from the University 
of Missouri in 1900, and began engineer- 
ing work at Telluride, Colo., the same 
year. His advancement has been rapid 
and he is connected with several of the 
more important electrical companies of 
the Middle West, being president of 
the American Light and Power Co., pres- 
ident of the Mississippi Power Distrib- 
uting Co., president of the Commercial 
Telephone Co., president of the Franklin 
Independent, Telephone Co., a director 
of the Arrow Engineering Co., and for 
several years has been a director of the 
Union Electric. 

When the Electric Co. of Missouri was 
organized three years ago he was chosen 
its vice president and general manager. 

He is active in the larger electrical 
affairs of the country and is a fellow 
of the American Institute of Electrica] 
Engineers. 

He was born in Chicago, June 22, 1880, 
Before going to the University of Mis- 
tourt he studied at a small college at 
Palmyra, Mo, 

Ruffner is of the newer school of 
public service corporation officials who 
have made a study of the connection 
between their companies and the public 
and have sought to make the relation- 
ship a pleasant one. This attitude was 
taken by Einstein when he assumed 
charge of the Union Electric, and he was 
credited with voluntarily reducing elec- 
tric rates in St. Louis.

IGNORES OVERHEAD EXPENSES 


Director of Experimental Squad in 
Chicago Says Light, Heat and Serv- 
fee Are Not Figured In, 
CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—Hope that ex- 
pense of feeding the 12 members of the 
Chicago Health Department’s diet 
squad might drop much below the pre- 
scribed cost limit of 40 cents a day per 
person has been abandoned, Dr. John

“The cost is going to be close to the 
cent maximum for the food alone,” 
he said. We have made no allowance 
for light, heat, service or other over- 
head expense.

applied to extensions and improvements, would

Might it not, con- 
sidering past bridge costs, be better to devote the 
$15,000 to boiled oil and white lead rather than 
bunting and Chinese lanterns, especially as no 
day can be fixed in advance for the festivities at 
this season of the year with an assurance of 
tolerable weether? 
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A VOLCANO OVERNIGHT. 

France has a sensation. On Oct. 20, in the De- 
partment du Var, at the foot of Mount St. Ar- 
noux, between the towns of Bargamon and Sail- 
lans, the valley of Malignon became filled with 
a pungent smoke, and fishermen from the neigh- 
boring villages | brought home the startling news 
that smoke was issuing from the ground, which 
itself was scorching hot, and seemed to rise at 
points, as though lifted by some force beneath. 
As the news epread, great crowds of people from 
Dagignan to Chateau Arnoux hurried to the spot: 
and at 6 o’clock that evening, in the presence of 
thousands of curious and awe-stricken witnesses, 
the ground finally did lift sufficiently to disclose 
a crater 38 meters in diameter and of a depth 
which could not be measured on account of the 
dense, hot smoke that rolled out of it in suffo- 
cating clouds. 

At the same time, the countryside for miles 
rocked jn an earthquake. The next morning, M. 
Guebhard, vice president of the Geological So- 
ciety, arrived from Marseilles; and under his very 
eyes the sides of the crater melted under the heat 
and were seen to flow back into the crater in the 
consistency of black lava, there evidently not be- 
ing sufficient force to throw it out. A similar 
: was reported from one of the Vire 
valleys, not 50 miles away, where smoke was no- 
ticed issuing from fissures in the ground. That 
was in the historical valley where vaudeville 
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‘(Vaux de Vire) originated, after the troubadours 


had been suppressed. Midway between the two 
spots, at St. Michel, one of the mountain tops was. 
to emit smoke, and shortly afterwards was 
n to fall inward, leaving a vast hole in the 
crest with smoke hovering over it. In the orig- 
inal location, at Saillans, nine immense holes 


‘sunk into the ground and continued. smoking for- 


biddingly. 

The geologists that visited the spot at first held 
that the phenomena were due to vast layers of 
coal] that had become ignited somehow. But they 
eventually leaned towards the volcanic theory. 
All of the old Roman province and part of Savoy, 
they stated, will shortly break out in some spot 
as a full-fledged volcano; and the old prediction 
ot Malesherbes that all of the Alps will sooner or

It is surmised dy some that the whole’ af- 
fair has beer enlarged with a view to draw- 
ing the curious, housing them, feeding them, 
and selling them souvenirs; but the phenom- 
ena, While thus far not productive of much 
real damage, would indicate that the moun- 
tainous districts’ of France, and probably” 
Switzerland and Italy, are riding a volcano, 
that may break out at any moment and any- 
where: The singularity of these phe- 
nomena is the fact that heights have col- 
lapsed, and hills sunk into the ground. 


THE ‘‘BLIND AMENDMENT’! ADOPTED. 

The amendment conferring power on the Légis- 
lature to pension the blind. was supposed for 
nearly three weeks to have gone down with the 
other proposed amendments, but is reported 
adopted by 12,719 majority. The measure of 
course had a powerful appeal for the average 
voter, but, then,. other proposed amendments of 
powerful appeal have failed in recent years. Its 
approval is gratifying as a sign that the habit

THE SHAME OF OLIVE STREET. 

What do the property owners along Olive street, 
in the neighborhood of Twenty-first, think of the 
conditions exposed by the attack, by law-breaking 
men and women, on a bridal couple visiting St. 
Louis, who-happened to be walking there? These 
women were tenants of houses in the vicinity, and 
their male pals were drinking across the street 
and were called out by the women. A nice state 
of thing for one of St. Louis’ tas se retail 
streets! 

The incident proves the necessity of such a law 
as was advocated by the recent Social Hygiene 
Association leaders, known as The Injunction and 
Abatement Law, under which owners or agents 
of property rented to persons engaged in com- 
mercial iminorality can be punished for maintain- 
ing a public nuisance. Congress passed this law 
for the District of Columbia on Feb. 7, 1914, and 
several State Legislatures have enacted a similar 
law. It is greatly needed in Missouri. 

Why should a mile or so of Olive street be given 
up to the red-light people? Why should any part 
of that splendid street have been permitted to 
earn the title of Death Valley? Why should it 
be a resort of murder gangs and law breakers 
generally? Why, any longer, allow it to con- 
tinue as a festering sore in the heart of the city? 
Until the Legislature meets and passes the 
needed law, the police can keep the street reason- 
ably clear of law breakers. They know the condi- 
tions and where to take action. 
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A JUST RULING. 

As was to be expected, the Court refused to 
allow the murder confession of Roy Lewis to go 
before the jury. Useful as they may be in show- 
ing the police where to find evidence, such con- 
fessions rarely are valid evidence within them- 
selves. The law is very sensitive over the merest 
suspicion of duress, and the presumption is that 
one capable of heartless and systematic crime 
will not let remorse and finicky conscience alone 
drive him into fatal admissions. 
Judge Grimm, commenting upon his ruling, is 
quoted as saying that considerable bitterness has 
been manifest against the Lewises in the trial, 
on the part of the police. This is not surprising 
in view of the brutality of which the men are 
accused. The Judge, however, has taken the only 
broad, sensible view of the matter. A great deal 
more is at stake than the conviction or acquittal 
of the wretched defendants. The right of every 
accused man to all the protection the law allows 
him is also on trial. That right is jeopardized 
whenever the police are permitted to take ad- 
vantage of any cataclysm within his mind, what- 
ever its cause, to wring damaging statements 
from him when he is not guided by competent 
counsel.

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But It’s Good Training in Nerve 
| Control, an Essential for Sky 
Roller Coasting, According to 
Mrs. Hornsby, Lieutenant in 
U. S. Aero Reserve Corps.

RS. Leda Richberg Hornaby is 
V first woman to win a commi 
in the United States Aero Re- 
serve Corps. In the event of war be- 
tween the United States and a foreign 
Power she would hold the rank of Lieu- 
tenant, and be empowered to drop as 
many bombs as she liked upon the foe. 
Mrs. Hornsby is the most enthusiastic 
aviatrice I have ever met. She told me 
She considers. aviation the greatest 
science in the world and would cheer- 
fully give her life to advance the art of 
flying one little, jot.”’ 
She meant what she said, too. She had 
proved it, For her hand was still ban- 
daged from an injury received at Mid- 
land Beach three weeks ago when her 
biplane fell 50 feet during an exhibition 
light. 
‘Luckey, who won the prize for cir- 
cling Manhattan Island, was killed by 
a fall of 20 feet, the slender, dark-eyed 
Mrs. Hornsby told me. “I thought 1 
was gone, but I wasn’t frightened, just 
felt indifferent, as most flyers do, I 
think, in the face of danger. 
J kept my nerve and held the biplane 
level so she pancaked down. If I hadn't 
held her level I'd be dead. The machine 
was hardly more damaged than I. One 
of the girders that hold the engine in 
place was broken and I got this cut 
on my hand. I didn’t know it till a 
man standing near the machine said, 
‘Don’t you see your hand is hurt? 
“I thought as I came down: ‘Well, 
this earth isn't such a pleasant place, 
anyhow. Maybe the next one will be 
better. Maybe thére isn’t any next one: 
I'll know in a minute.’ Then we struck, 
Sweetheart and I. Sweetheart is the 
biplane. And then we picked ourselves 
up. and are ready for the next flight 
any time. Would you like to go out 
with me today?“ 
Like Roller Coasting Without Any 
Rails. 

I said I would not, thanks very much. 
My curiosity about the stopping place 
after this world is not so keen as it 
might be, and anyway I hadn’t made 
my will. Mrs. Hornsby looked a Iittle 
bit disappointed, but went on sipping 
English breakfast tea in the Brevoort 
Grill, where our interview took place. 
“The sensation of flying.“ the young 
aviatrice continued enthusiastically, ‘is 
just like roller coasting without rails. 
Anyone who has been on a scenic rail- 
way knows how it feels to fly. When 
Sweetheart and I struck it was just 
like a particularly bumpy bump on a 
roller coaster, though if I hadn’t held 
her level of course we should have been 
bumped into the next world.“ 
I was getting gladder and gladder 
every minute. My, how glad I was I 
had declined that invitation to fly with 
Mrs. Hornsby and Sweetheart! It was 
really difficult to understand how a 
ycung woman just 25 should be so stol- 
cal about being “bumped into the next 
world,” particularly as she has every- 
thing to make this one pleasant. 
Mrs. Hornsby, who is strictly an ama- 
teur flyer, is the. daughter of John C. 
Richberg, a Chicago lawyer. Her 
brother, Donald R. Richberg, helped to 
found the Progressive party. Her moth- 
er is a physician and her grandmother, 
Miranda Briggs Randall of Philadel- 
phia, was one of the first women doc- 
tors in this country. Mrs. Hornsby 
herself studied medicine for three years 
before she took up flying. So she can 
give herself first aid whenever Sweet- 
heart has a tantrum as she did at Mid- 
land Beach. 
“Accidents to aviators are nearly al- 
ways the fault of the machine,” Mrs. 
Hornsby explained. The flyer knows 
there is something wrong; but there is 
the crowd waiting and getting more 
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1 “I consider aviation as a career 
much less dangerous than matrimony. 
And marriage is the best school of avia- 
tion at that!“ 

“Why? I asked, It seemed te me 
that we were getting to something in- 
taresting.“ 

“Because marriage teaches a woman 
nerve control, A balky engine is noth- 
ing to a nagging man, believe me!“ 

I DID belleve her, because I knew 
Mrs. Hornsby had taken a little flyer in 
j matrimony before she became an avi- 
atrice. 

‘It’s little daily jolts that get the 
nerves, not sudden shock such as a 
flyer receives,“ continued the sevia- 
trice philosopher. “To show you the 
difference between the two, I was pretty 
badly jolted by that fall at Midland 
Beach, but I was ready to fly the next 
day. But I'll never marry again. I just 
haven't the nerve. 

‘There's something so big and splen- 
did about flying.“ Mrs. Hornsby con- 
tinued, “that you simply don’t think 
about yourself at all. You are part of 
your biplane and your biplane is a part 
of you. I’ve driven four-in-hand and 
that sort of thing, but compared with 
eviation other sports are tame. When 
you fly you get a sort of perspective on 
your troubles, a bird’s-eye view of your 
own life, and I can tell you your wor- 
ries seem pretty °insignificant when 
you're up there roller coasting through 
the sky.“
